on their mining operations. The Mil 
of complaint alleges that the defend- 
ant company without tendering to 
plaintiff either damages or security 
therefor, appropriated the stream sup- 
plying the plaintiff's mining plant at 
a point above the -point on said stream 
where plaintiff utilizes said stream, 
f;hu3 depriving the latter of a suffi- 
cient supply of water and rendering 
its operation, worthless. 


TThe Berlin Water Company in Its 


answer states it obtained a charier 
from the State almost a year ago, and 
at jrreat expense constructed a res- 
ervc-ii1 and laid pipe lines from tho 
same -to the tOTV-n. of BerHn, where 
Jt has engaged to supply the residents 
•with water for domestic use and has 
contracted to furnish the town with 
fire protection. It alleges that the is- 
suing of an injunction at this time 
will interfere with the company's con- 
tracts, and will cause great loss to tho 
stockholders.
